wires,  poles,  instruments  and  any  and  all  other  property,  real  and  personal 
used  in  the  continuous  operation  of  such  telegraph  or  telephone  busi¬ 
ness,  or  both,  and  that  said  property  and  all  thereof  used  in  the  con¬ 
tinuous  operation  of  said  telegraph  and  teleohone  business  within  the 
State  of  Arizona,  be  assessed  for  the  purpose  of  taxation  for  the  year 
1914  at  such  valuations,  that  is  to  say:

Phoenix,  Arizona,  August  3,  1914. 

Pursuant  to  Chapter  II,  Revised  Statutes  of  Arizona,  194J',  the  State  Board 
of  Equaliza'ion  met  with  all  Members  and  the  Secretary  present. 

The  Secretary  advised  that  the  Western  Union  Telegraph  Company  had 
asked  for  a  hearing  on  the  valuation  placed  on  its  property  for  the  year  1914 
as  made  in  the  first  instance. 

The  hearing  was  set  for  August  4th,  1914,  at  ten  o’clock  a.  m. 

The  Gold  Road  Mines  Company  and  The  Needles  Mining  &  Smelting  Com¬ 
pany  were  granted  a  hearing  on  the  valuation  placed  on  the  producing  mines 
lUr  1914  at  eleven  o’clock  a.  m.,  on  August  4,  1914. 

The  Secretary  advised  that  the  following  railroad  companies  had  been 
given  a  hearing  on  August  6,  1914,  upon  the  valuation  placed  on  their  railroad 
property  for  1914: 

iVr  zona  Eastern  Railroad  Company. 

Phoenix  &  Eastern  Railroad  Company. 

El  Paso  &  Southwestern  Railroad  Company. 

Ray  and  Gila  Valley  Railroad  Company. 

Arizona  &  New  Mexico  Railway  Company. 

A.  T.  Thomsen,  Manager,  and  E.  E.  Ellinwo'od,  Counsel  for  The  Detroit 
Conner  Mining  Company  of  Ar  zona,  appeared  before  the  board  protesting 
against  the  disallowance  cf  certain  items  in  repairs  and  development  by  the 
Slate  Tax  Commission  in  valuing  the  produc  ng  mines  of  said  company  for 
1914. 

Mr.  Thomson  stated  that  the  wTiole  item  of  $200,000.00  should  be  allowed. 

Mr.  Thomson  asked  that  the  total  expenditures  be  allowred  on  t>e  follow¬ 
ing  items: 

Concentrator. 

Development. 

Overhauling  powder. 

Convertor  plant. 

The  matter  was  taken  under  advisement. 

Mr.  Thomson  asked  that  he  be  advised  of  the  action  taken  by  the  Board 
w’hen  it  has  been  done. 

D.  V.  Cowden,  Tax  Attorney  cf  the  Southern  Pac  fic  Railroad  Company, 
asked  that  the  valuation  for  1914  be  reduced  from  $64,000.00  per  mile  as  made 
by  the  Tax  Commission  in  the  first  instance  to  the  physical  valuation  per  mile 
as  showrn  in  the  report. 

The  Secretary  read  the  following  complaint: 

1.  The  United  Verde  &  Pac  fic  Raibway  Company,  asking  for  reduction 
on  valuation  placed  on  railroad  by  Tax  Commission  for  1914. 

2.  United  Verde  Copper  C-mpany  asking  for  reduction  on  valuation 
placed  on  producing  mines  by  Tax  Commiss  on  for  1914. 

3.  Nogales  Electric  Light,  Ice  and  Water  Company,  asking  for  a  reduc¬ 
tion  on  property  in  Santa  Cruz  County,  assessed  by  County  Assessor. 
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The  Board  began,  the  investigation  of  the  abstracts  of  assessment  rolls  for 
1914  as  returned  by  the  Clerks  of  the  Boards  of  Supervisors. 

Upon  motion  of  Mr.  Howe,  seconded  by  Mr.  Miller  and  carried  unanimous¬ 
ly,  the  valuation  of  ostriches  in  Yuma  County  was  lowered  fifteen  per  cent 
and  raised  in  Maricopa  County  ten  per  cent. 

Upon  motion  of  Mr.  Miller,  seconded  by  Mr.  Howe  and  carried  unanimous¬ 
ly,  the  valuation  on  range  cattle  was  ra  sed  three  dollars  per  head  in  all 
counties. 

The  valuation  on  beef  cattle  or  feeders  was  increased  three  dollars  per 
head  in  these  counties  wherein  such  class  of  property  is  located;  and  the  val¬ 
uation  on  sheep  was  raised  fifty  cents  per  head  in  all  counties  wherein  such 
property  is  located. 

The  assessment  of  George  Taylor,  as  made  by  the  local  authorities  of 
Pinal  County,  was  considered  to  be  too  small  and  he  was  advised,  by  regis¬ 
tered  mail,  that  it  was  the  intention  of  this  Board  to  raise  the  number  of  his 
range  cattle  fifteen  hundred  head.  He  was  given  until  August  6,  1914,  at  nine 
o’clock  a.  m.  to  show  cause  why  such  raise  should  not  be  made.  He  was  so 
advised. 

The  meeting  adjourned  until  August  4,  1914,  at  nine  o’clock  a.  m.

The  State  Board  of  Equalization  met,  pursuant  to  adjournment,  with  all 
Members  and  the  Secretary  present. 

The  minutes  of  August  5,  1914,  were  read  and  approved  as  read. 

According  to  date  fixed.  L.  S.  Cates,  Manrger,  A.  J.  MacLean,  Auditor, 
and  E.  W.  Kent,  Counsel  for  tin  Ray  &  Gila  Valley  Railroad  Company,  ap¬ 
peared  before  the  Board  protesting  against  the  valuation  fixed  on  its  railroad 
for  the  y^ar  1914  by  the  State  Tax  Commission  in  the  first  instance. 

Judge  Kent  stated  that  the  valuation  was  excessive  and  pointed  out  why 
it  should  be  reduced. 

Mr.  Cates  read  and  filed  a  comparative  statement  of  the  valuation  of  the 
several  railroads  in  the  state  showing  the  book  value,  capitalization  and 
funded  debt  per  mile. 

They  contended  that  the  valuation  should  be  reduced  from  $114,500.00  per 
mile  to  $64,000.00. 

In  regard  to  the  valuation  of  the  producing  mines  of  the  Ray  Consolidated 
Copper  Company,  Mr.  Cates  asked  that  the  evidence  given  at  the  hearing  held 
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before  the  Tax  Commiss:on,  May  18,  1914,  be  submitted  to  this  Board  and 
that  the  item  “Interest  &  Discount”  amounting  to  $49,513.39  disallowed  as  an 
expenditure  by  the  Tax  Commission  in  reckoning  the  valuation  of  the  produc¬ 
ing  mines  be  allowed  and  the  valuat  on  reduced  accordingly.

The  valuation  o-  the  Phoenix-Ha ssayampa  line  is  excessive  in  his  opin¬ 
ion  and  he  asked  that  it  be  reduced  to  $15,000.00  per  mile,  the  same  as  in 
1013;  that  the  valuati  .n  per  mile  on  the  Cochise-Gieeson  Branch  should  be 
reduced  from  $15,500.00  per  mile  to  $15,000.00,  the  valuation  of  the  Courtland 
Branch  of  the  El  Paso  &  Southwestern  Railroad. 

Pretest  was  made  cn  the  valuation  of  the  operative  railroad  property  of 
the  Arizona  Eastern  Railroad  Company  within  the  corporate  limits  of  Temp© 
and  Mr.  Tayicr  asked  that  it  be  investigated  and  reduced.

Each  bank  was  called  and  made  a  statement  regarding  the  contemplated 
raise. 

It  was  the  contention  of  those  present  that  the  book  value  of  the  shares 
of  capital  stock  was  near  the  market  value  and  should  be  taken  for  the  as¬ 
sessed  value. 

The  Phoenix  Railway  Company  of  Arizona  with  S.  H.  Mitchell,  General 
Manager,  and  E.  W.  Kent,  Counsel,  appeared,  protesting  against  the  contem¬ 
plated  ra  se  on  its  property. 

They  advised  that  construction  of  the  railway  on  the  extension  of  the 
East  Wash  ng  on  Street  to  the  Asylum  Road  was  not  commenced  until  ninety 
days  ago  and  was  not  in  operation  and  should  not  be  assessed  for  the  year 
1914. 

They  stated  that  a  little  less  than  21/£  miles  was  constructed  on  the  Indian

In  the  matter  of  the  reduction  of  the  valuation  or  the  mesa  lands,  as¬ 
sessed  to  the  Yuma  Water  &  Light  Company  in  Yuma  Couniy,  as  prayed  for 
by  Mr.  Michelsen,  it  was  decided  that  this  matter  be  referred  to  the  State 
Tax  Comm  ssion  for  investigation. 

In  the  matter  of  the  prayer  of  the  Jenkins  Piano  Company,  asking  that 
its  assessment,  as  made  by  the  County  Assessor  of  Cochise  County  for  the 
year  1914,  be  reduced  to  $2,000.00  was  denied,  as  they  did  not  furnish  copy 
of  the  letter  from  the  County  Assessor  as  promised. 

The  request  of  the  Calumet  &  Arizona  Copper  Company,  dated  May  20, 
1914,  asking  for  the  allowance  of  $68,232.04,  being  the  excessive  charge  for 
smelt  ng,  in  reckoning  the  valuation  on  the  producing  mines  for  the  year 
1914,  was  denied  as  it  is  not  a  valid  claim. 

Application  of  the  Copper  Queen  Consolidated  Mining  Company  that  the 
item  $18,268.48,  disallowed  on  the  Precipitation  Plant  by  the  Tax  Commission 
as  new  construction  be  al'owed  was  granted,  as  it  was  operation  of  old  plant. 

The  request  of  the  same  company,  that  it  be  allowed  a  further  amount  of 
$33,880.11  fer  the  reason  that  this  was  the  proportion  charged  to  exploration 
and  development  of  the  item  “Power,”  of  $110,358.66  which  had  been  disallow¬ 
ed  by  the  Tax  Commission  having  disallowed  25  per  cent  of  Exploration  and 
Development  Work,  which  included  the  proportional  amount  of  the  total  item 
of  Power  disallowed,  and  on  this  account  amounted  to  a  double  disallowance, 
the  Board  allowed  the  item  $33,880.11. 

The  total  of  the  items  allowed  was  $52,148.59,  making  a  reduction  of  four 
times  that  amount,  or  $208,594.36,  in  the  valuation  of  tne  producing  mines  of 
the  Copper  Queen  Consolidated  Mining  Company  for  1914  for  Group  “A.” 

In  the  assessment  of  the  Copper  Queen  Consolidated  Mining  Company,  no 
account  was  taken  of  copper  derived  from  clean  up  and  flue  dust  around  Doug¬ 
las  Smelter  and  the  slag  dump  at  Bisbee,  the  same  not  having  been  reported 
tc  the  Commiss'on.  Page  13  of  the  Company’s  report  to  its  stockholders  for 
1913  shows  3,039,691  pounds  of  copper  and  200  ounces  of  silver  produced  from 
these  sources. 

It  was  recommended  that  the  State  Tax  Commission  investigate  this  mat¬ 
ter  and  determine  whether  or  not  it  is  taxable. 
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The  application  of  Dr.  E.  B.  Perrin,  by  his  private  secretary,  L.  ?.  Wil- 
Uams,  tea*  a  redaction  in  the  valuation  of  his  railroad  grant  lands  in  Coconino 
County  was  not  allowed  and  the  assessment  allowed  to  stand  as  made  by  the 
local  authorities. 

The  appl  cation  of  the  Santa  Fe  Pacific  Railroad  Company  for  a  red  ic- 
tion  in  the  valuation  of  its  railroad  grant  lands  in  Northern  Arizona  was  de¬ 
nied,  Member  Howe  and  Chairman  Zander  voting  Yes  and  Member  Miller 
voting  No. 

Member  Miller  moved  that  the  lands  belong  ng  to  the  Santa  Fe  Pacific 
Railroad  Company  in  all  counties  remain  as  now  assessed,  except  Mohave 
County  which  shall  be  reduced  to  sixty-five  cents  per  acre. 

The  motion  was  lost  for  want  of  a  second 

The  application  of  the  Cuprite  Copper  Company  cf  Greenlee  County,  ask¬ 
ing  that  its  mining  claims  be  valued  as  a  producing  m  ng,  under  Chapter  XII, 
Revised  Statutes  of  Arizona,  1913,  Civil  Code,  was  denied. 

The  prayer  of  the  Coronado  Copper  Company,  asking  that  its  mining 
claims  be  valued  as  a  producing  mine,  under  Chapter  XII,  Revised  Statutes 
of  Arizona,  1913,  Civil  Cede,  was  denied. 

The  meeting  adjourned  until  August  8,  1914,  at  nine  o’Cock  a.  m.

The  request  of  Mr.  Carmichael  that  Hie  valuation  for  1914  placed  on  the 
producing  mines  of  the  Arizona  Copper  Company,  Limited,  be  reduced,  claim¬ 
ing  the  Tax  Commiss  on  should  have  allowed  all  expenditures  for  additions, 
betterments,  repairs,  the  specific  items  of  eouipment  depreciation,  bonus  to 
workmen  and  Humboldt  Hoist  Fire  was  not  allowed. 
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The  request  of  Mr.  Carmichael  that  the  assessment  made  by  the  local 
authorities  on  Concentrator  No.  6  be  reduced  to  $800,000.00  and  on  the  Smelter 
reduced  to  $1,758,000.00  was  not  allowed. 

The  request  of  A.  T.  Thomson  that  the  assessment  on  the  producing, 
mines  for  1914  of  the  Detroit  Copper  Mining  Company  of  Arizona  be  reduced, 
claiming  that  all  expenditures  tor  the  year  1913  for  additions,  betterments 
and  repairs  should  have  been  allowed  by  the  Commission  in  determ. ning  the 
valuation  was  not  allowed. 

The  request  of  the  Tom  Reed  Gold  Mines  Company  for  a  reduction  on  the 
valuation  of  producing  mines  as  made  by  the  Tax  Commission  on  the  items 
of  betterments  and  lepiacements  was  disallowed,  Member  riowe  and  Cnairman 
Zander  voting  Yes,  Member  Miller  voting  No. 

Mr.  Miller  moved  that  the  request  of  the  Tom  Reed  Gold  Mines  Com¬ 
pany  for  the  amount  expended  on  decantation  plane  as  a  betterment  be  al¬ 
lowed  in  determining  the  valuation  of  the  producing  mines  of  that  Company 
for  1914. 

The  motion  was  lost  for  want  of  a  second. 

The  request  of  the  Needles  Mining  &  Smelting  Company  for  a  reduction 
on  the  valuation  of  their  producing  mines,  based  on  the  allowance  of  one 
dollar  per  ton  profit  for  the  smeller  located  at  Needies,  California,  was  not 
allowed. 

The  request  of  the  Gold  Road  Mines  Company,  asking  that  the  item 
$58,458.48,  development  disallowed  in  reckoning  the  valuation  for  1913  and 
also  1914  of  the  produc  ng  mines  was  not  allowed,  Member  Howe  and  Chair¬ 
man  Zander  voting  to  disallow  it  and  Member  Miller  to  allow  it. 

Member  Miller  moved  that  the  item  $58,458  48  disallowed  by  the  Commis¬ 
sion  in  valuing  the  producing  mines  of  the  Gold  Road  M.nes  Company  be  al¬ 
lowed  and  the  valuation  reduced  accordingly. 

The  motion  was  lost  for  want  of  a  second. 

W.  F.  Dermont,  President  of  the  Saginaw  and  Manistee  Lumber  Company, 
and  I.  B.  Koch,  General  Manager  of  the  Arizona  Lumber  &  Timber  Company* 
appeared  before  the  Board  regarding  the  valuat  on  of  stump  lands,  standing 
timber,  lumber  in  yards,  lumber  mills  and  logging  railroads  as  now  assesseu 
in  Coconino  County. 

Mr.  Dermont  read  and  filed  a  brief  covering  tlie  questions  and  Mr.  Koch 
said  the  same  could  be  said  for  his  company. 

In  the  matter  of  the  reduction  of  valuation  for  1914  on  the  property  of 
The  Nogales  Electric  Light,  Ice  and  Water  Company,  as  made  by  the  local 
authorities  of  Santa  Cruz  County,  it  was  recommended  that  action  be  taken 
by  the  State  Tax  Commission. 

It  was  recommended  that  the  State  Tax  Commission  make  a  thorough  in¬ 
vestigation  of  the  books  and  property  of  the  World's  Fair  Mine  in  Santa  Cruz 
County,  upon  which  Frank  Powers  made  his  product. on  statement  and  upon 
which  the  valuation  was  based  on  his  producing  mines  by  the  Tax  Commis¬ 
sion  for  1914. 

Also  recommended  that  the  State  Tax  Commission  investigate  the  method 
used  by  the  local  authorities  of  Santa  Cruz  County  in  assessing  the  capital 
slock  of  banks  for  the  year  1914. 

In  the  matter  of  assessing  the  ore  reserve  of  the  Copper  Queen  Consoli¬ 
dated  Mining  Company,  it  was  moved  by  Member  Miller  ihat  the  assessment 
of  the  stock  pile  of  ore  of  the  Copper  Queen  Consolidated  Mining  Company 
made  by  the  State  Tax  Commission,  contrary  to  the  opirnon  of  the  Attorney 
General,  be  ordered  stricken  from  the  roll  of  Cochise  County  and  that  the 
value  of  said  ore  found  by  said  Commission  be  deducted  from  the  total  of  said 
roll. 

The  motion  was  lost  for  want  of  a  second. 

Mr.  Howe  introduced  the  following  resolution  and  moved  its  adoption. 

The  motion  was  seconded  by  Chairman  Zander  and  carried.  Mr.  Miller 
voted  No. 
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Resolution. 

WHEREAS,  The  opinion  of  the  Attorney  General,  rendered  in  1913,  rela¬ 
tive  to  the  assessment  of  the  Copper  Queen  stock  pile  contemplated  that  the 
slate  would  receive  the  proper  tax  on  this  property  when  same  had  been  smelted 
under  the  present  mme  tax  law,  and 

WHEREAS,  Aforesaid  mine  tax  law  expires  automatically  on  the  1st  of 
January  next  and  it  will  be  impossible  for  the  state  or  county  government  to

RESOLVED,  That  this  Board  do  now  determine  and  equalize  the  assess¬ 
ment  of  said  ore  stock  pile,  situated  at  the  Copper  Queen  smelter,  near  Doug¬ 
las,  and  more  in  nately  described  on  tiro  assessmnt  and  tax  rolls  of  Cochise 
County,  to  be  the  sum  of  $560,381.49,  and  that  the  Boaid  of  Supervisors  of 
said  county  be  instructed  to,  change  said  assessment  in  accordance  with  this 
resolution. 

Mr.  Miller  explains  his  vote  as  follows: 

“I  vote  no  on  the  foregoing  resolution  for  the  reason  that  under  the  opin¬ 
ion  cf  the  Attorney  General,  rendeied  to  this  Board  in  1913,  he  held  that  the 
pe  in  the  Copper  Quten  stock  pile  was  non-assessablc,  i:  being  consider*, 
a  pai  L  of  the  mine  and  included  in  its  valuation. 

“.lie  inference  expressed  in  the  foregoing  resclut  on  of  the  majority,  is 
only  an  inference,  since  no  communication  has  been  had  with  the  Attorney 
General  on  this  matter  since  the  first  opinion  was  received,  wh  cli  opinion  does 
not  s.ate  that  this  ore  should  be  smelted  during  the  present  lpine  tax  law, 
hut  on  the  contrary,  that  if  said  ore  was  taxed  in  the  stock  pile,  it  would  again 
be  taxed  when  smelted  End  returned  in  the  gioss  production. ” 

Mr.  Howe  explained  his  vote  as  follows:  . 

“I  vote  yes  cn  this  resolution  for  the  reason  that  a  vote  any  other  vray  is 
a  vo  e  to  assist  property  in  escap  ng  taxation.  This  ore  pile  is  situated  at 
Douglas,  nearly  thirty  miles  frem  the  mines  of  wrhicn  it  is  contended  to  be  a 
par.,  and  was  placed  there  several  years  ago  as  a  reserve  supply.  The  rec¬ 
ords  ci  Cochise  County  show  that  it  has  been. assessed  andhaxed  at  Uoifglas 
every  year  of  its  existence  up  to  and  including  the  year  1912.  To  bia  m  this 
ore  pile  i  i  Douglas  to  be  a  part  Of  the  Bisbee  ihiheb;  thirty  miles  away,  and 
covered  by  the  tax  on  these  mines,  is  so, fallacious  a  ccn'ention  that  it  should 
not  merit  mention  in  these  minutes.  It  is  admitted  by  officials  of  the  Cop  er 
Queen  Company  that  the  ere  in  th  s  pile  has  a  net  value  of  more  than  a-  half 
million  dollar-  much  of  which  was  rot  even  produced  from  their  Bisbee 
properties.  '  *"'■ 

“I  shall  refuse  to  believe  that  the  gentlemen  who  compose  the  manage^ 
ment  of  this  Company  are  so  narrow-minded  and  unpatrio'.ic  citizens  of  Ari¬ 
zona  that  they  will  lend  themselves  to  so  thinly  guised  a  proposition,  as  it 
would  be  to  exehlpt  this  valuable  property  from  taxation  on  the  ground  that 
it  is  part  of  the  Bisbee  mines. 

“This  identical  proper  y  has  been  assessed  in  the  Douglas  School  District 
and  taxes  paid  on  same  fer  bond  and  other  purposes  for  many  years,  and 
after  that  to  claim  it  is  a  part  of  the  Bisbee  mines  thirty  m  les  away  an  1 
therefore  covered  by  the  valuation  and  tax  on  these  properties,  is  ridiculous 
to  say  the  least.  -  • 

“It  wmuld  certainly  present  a  subject  for  serious  thought  if  the  s  tus  of 
uroper  y  for  purposes  of  taxation  could  be  moved  at  will  after  bonds  had  been 
issued  cn  the  valuation  thereof  and  without  the  property  itself  having  changed, 
either  its  location  or  its  value.  .  ;  j  , 

”1  hold  that  the  Douglas  School  D  strict  is  rightfully  en  itled  rc  this  valua- 
th  a  upon  v/hich  to  collect  taxes  for  both  its  bonds  and  other  school  purposes, 
and  any  attempt  to  deprive  this  dis  rict  of  their  rightful  taxes  on  this  great 
valuation,  thereby  shifting  the  burdens  on  other  taxpayers,  is  unworthy  of 
cons  deration  by  this  Board.” 
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The  reduction  in  the  valuation  of  the  s  anding  timber  and  lumber  in  yards 
as  assessed  in  Coconino  County  was  denied.

The  request  of  the  Continental  Copper  &  Gold  Mining  Company,  asking 
that  the  valuat  on  for  1914  on  its  groups  of  non-producing  patented  mines,  as 
assessed  by  the  local  authorities  of  Yuma  County,  was  denied. 

The  application  of  the  United  Verde  Copper  Company,  praying  for  a  re¬ 
duction  on  the  valuation  of  its  producing  mines  for  the  year  1914,  as  made 
by  the  State  Tax  Commission  n  the  first  instance,  was  denied. 

The  request  of  the  United  Verde  Copper  Company,  asking  for  a  reduction 
on  the  valuation  of  its  smelters,  as  made  by  the  local  authorities  of  Yavapai 
County,  was  denied. 

The  application  of  the  Mountain  States  Telephone  &  Telegraph  Company 
for  a  reduction  on  the  valuation  of  its  operative  property  within  Arizona  for 
1914  was  denied. 

The  application  of  the  Western  Union  Telegraph  Company  for  a  reduction 
on  the  valuation  of  its  operative  property  within  Arizona  for  1914  was  disal¬ 
lowed. 

The  application  of  the  Southern  Pacific  Railroad  Company  for  a  reduction 
on  the  valuation  of  its  operative  railroad  property  for  1914  within  Arizona  was 
denied. 

Mr.  Howe  reported  that  J.  E.  Curry  phoned  him  that  it  was  impossible  to 
appear  on  the  8ih,  or  at  all,  during  the  session,  and  gave  the  following  infor¬ 
mation: 

With  reference  to  Warren  Bisbee  Railway,  Mr.  Curry  stated  that  their 
earnings  had  paid  a  small  interest  on  their  investment  in  1913,  but  that  the 
road  would  show  a  loss  for  every  month  of  1914,  owing  to  the  company  hav¬ 
ing  sustained  serious  losses  by  accidents  during  the  past  year. 

With  reference  to  the  American-Saginaw  property,  Mr.  Curry  stated  that 
same  did  not  possess  any  known  ore,  although  the  company  had  paid  what 
might  be  considered  a  high  price  for  same. 

He  also  stated  with  reference  to  the  smelter  power  house,  that  they  had 
no  boilers,  but  that  steam  was  generated  at  the  smelter,  also  that  the  power 
machinery  was  twelve  years  old  and  that  he  considered  the  contemplated 
raise  very  high. 

The  above  was  substantiated  by  a  telegram. 

The  application  of  the  El  Paso  &  Southwes'ern  Railroad  Company  for  a 
reduction  of  valuation  on  its  operative  railroad  property  for  1914  was  denied. 

The  application  of  the  Arizona  Eastern  Railroad  Company  for  a  reduction 
of  valuation  on  its  operative  railroad  property  was  denied. 
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The  reduction  on  the  valuation  for  1914  of  the  operative  railroad  property 
of  the  New  Mexico  &  Arizona  Railway  Company  was  denied. 

The  Secretary  read  a  letter  from  L.  C.  Shattuck,  Manager  of  the  Denn- 
Arizona  Copper  Company,  stating  that  contemplated  raise  on  the  non-produc¬ 
ing  mines  of  that  company  was  satisfactory  and  the  increase  was  made  ac¬ 
cordingly.  ,!  **. 

A  letter  from  the  First  National  Bank  of  Yuma,  protesting  against  the 
contemplated  raise  on  the  valuation  of  its  capital  stock  was  read. 

The  following  did  not  appear  on  the  contemplated  raises  and  the  .raises 
were  made:

accordance  with  Paragraph  241,  Revised  Statutes  of  Arizona,  1913,  Civil  Code. 

The  minutes  of  this  day’s  meeting  were  read  and  approved  as  read. 

There  being  no  further  business  to  come  before  the  Board,  upon  motion 
of  Mr.  Miller,  seconded  by  Mr.  Howe  and  carried  unanimously,  the  Board 
stood  adjourned.
